Richard Sewall, 12, of 252 
Grandview, today is in St. Luke 
Hospital with a crushed verte¬ 
bra suffered when he was 
struck by a car Saturday in 
front of 460 Canon Drive. 

Patrick Cantwell Carpenter, 
24, of Pasadena, driver of the 
car, was arraigned Monday in 
Pasadena Municipal Court on 
felony charges of drunk driving 
and hit-and-run. 

Preliminary hearing in the 
same court is scheduled for to¬ 
morrow and bail was set at 
$1,500. 

Richard was on his way to 
the canyon store about 5:30 


p. m. when he stopped to watch 
men loading dirt. He leaned 
his bicycle against the wall 
and was squatting next to it 
when the car struck him, police 
said. 

According to police, Carpen¬ 
ter left the scene on foot. A 
resident of the area who ob¬ 
served the accident followed 
him, they said, and reported 
his whereabouts to Officers H. 
D. Woodward Jr. and F. Haz- 
lett, of the Sierra Madre Police, 
who made the arrest. 

Richard, who is a seventh- 
grade student at John Marshall 
Junior High, was taken to St. 
Luke Hospital after the acci¬ 


dent. lie was treated for head 
lacerations and concussion and 
released. 

He was returned to the hos¬ 
pital Monday by his parents, 
Mr and Mrs. Bashford P. Sew¬ 
all, after he complained of 
pains in his back. X-ray exam¬ 
ination disclosed that the ninth 
vertebra was crushed. 

Mrs. Sewall explained yester¬ 
day that the boy hopes to re¬ 
turn home Friday or Saturday, 
after a body cast is applied at 
the hospital. 

The youth must remain in 
the cast for three to four 
months, doctors said.

Friends of the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Crew have 
designated next week as “Send-a-Dollar Week" in their continu¬ 
ing attempt to raise funds to outfit the mountain rescue group. 

Contributions to date total the ent i re CO st of outfitting the 


about $455. The minimum 
needed to properly replace 
worn-out equipment and to 
purchase sorely - needed n e w 
items has been placed at $952, 
leaving roughly $500 still to 
be collected. 

From the $455 contributed to 
date, the rescue crew has spent 
$239 for nylon rope and $166 
for helmets. 

Up unti) now, it was pointed 
out, the crew members have 
equipped themselves at their 
own expense. But the increas¬ 
ing number of canyon rescues 
in recent years has made this 
expense prohibitive. 

Also, crew members ex¬ 
plained, the increasing de¬ 
mands have necessitated new 
and more modern equipment to 
properly carry out their mis¬ 
sions. 

The rescue group estimates 


the entire cost of outfitting the 
crew at $2,000. The members 
themselves are providing the 
balance between this figure 
and the $952 sought in the fund 
drive.

Mrs. Tiller told of Monrovia’s 
effort to catch disturbances in 
the early stages—in elemen¬ 
tary school. 


With the help of the Monro¬ 
via Rotary Club and the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, the Guidance 
Center has provided a thera¬ 
peutic play room and other 
services to aid children who 
show signs of disturbances. 
Also, a psychiatrist spends one 
day n week at the school. 

These efforts, it is felt, will 
pay off by preventing more se¬ 
rious disturbances later in life.

A Poet Triumphs Over Adversity 


In a back bedroom of the 
modest home at 194 Mariposa 
an elderly woman lives and 
works. 

She’s been there for 13 years, 
and the walls of the room have 
formed her physical confines 
for all those years. 

But the cheerful courage and 
unfailing industry with which 
she faces each day have 
brought to this bed ridden in¬ 
valid a richer and fuller life 
than that created by most of 
us. 

Mrs. Florence Eakman writes. 
She writes every day, with un¬ 
flagging good humor and 
sprightliness, about the fanci¬ 
ful world inhabited by chil¬ 
dren. 

Picture it. Here Is a woman 
74 years old, bed-ridden for 13 
years, producing successfully 
the poems, plays and stories 
read by children the world 
over. 

It wasn’t easy. In Vision and 
Revision, a publication of Mar- 
en Elwood College in Holly¬ 
wood. Mrs. Eakman described 
in 1954 her first reaction to the 
sudden and crippling onslaught 
of arthritis that struck in 1943. 

"My first feeling was one of 
utter despair,” she wrote. "Then 

resentment reared its ugy head 


and stayed with me until grad¬ 
ually I drifted into a more 
normal state of mind. . . . 

"This was my own problem, 
and no one else could solve it. 
Should I sink? Or swim? I 
chose to swim.” 

And she did. The catalyst in 
her case was a small boy, af¬ 
flicted with a special reading 
problem, who was sent to Mrs. 
Eakman for help. She took the 
boy, calling on her experience 
as a kindergarten teacher and 
on her years of work with 
youngsters in school plays and 
other activities, and began the 
road back. 

It was at this time that she 
began to take her writing se¬ 
riously, and began her studies 
with Maren Elwood, critic and 
teacher of wilting in Holly¬ 
wood. 

But her writing career dates 
much further back—to 1894, in 
fact, when she won a Chicago 
newspaper contest with her 
Christmas poem. She was 12 
years old and in the eighth 
grade. 

Then, at 16, she was editor- 
in-chief of her boarding school 
newspaper, the Index, in which 
to fill space she once wrote a 
poem entitled "Ode to My Cor¬ 
set Strings.” 


From then on she toyed with 
writing, producing a few chil¬ 
dren’s poems and articles more 
for amusement than anything 
else, until 1922, when she mar¬ 
ried her second husband, Fran¬ 
cis Eakman. The couple moved 
to Great Falls, Montana, a long 
way from Mrs. Eakman’s birth¬ 
place of Hamilton, N. Y. 

In Montana, Mrs. Eakman 
used to do her ironing before 
a large window facing the 
mountains, and this was the 
inspiration for “Beautiful Mon¬ 
tana,” a poem which stirred 
neighborhood admiration and 
which, at the urging of her 
friends, Mrs. Eakman published 
on cards and postcards. Later 
it was sold as a colored litho¬ 
graph. 

This was the beginning. She 
began to write poems for chil¬ 
dren in the neighborhood and, 
again at the urging of friends 
and school authorities who had 
used them in the classrooms, 
she decided to publish. 

“I didn’t know a thing about 
the publishing business at the 
time,” she confided recently. "I 
thought when a publisher 
agreed to publish it that took 
care of it so far as I was con¬ 
cerned.”

The cottage is open from 2 to 
5 p.m. every Tuesday and 
Thursday with Mrs. Keith Man- 
kin, Toyarian, on hand to help 
the small fry in their selection 
of toys. After each return the 
toys are sanitized before going 
out again. There are honor gifts 
and other prizes for the careful 
and regular borrower. 

All this is available to every 
child in this area and as there 
are few underprivileged chil¬ 
dren in this vicinity the em¬ 
phasis is placed on teaching 
the child responsibility. All 
toys are donated, and renovat¬ 
ing them provides work for the 
physically handicaped.

There is a new approach to 
the jeopardy to homes from 
possible fire and holocausts. It 
is to install the water mains 
of a size to carry, at one time, 
the full volume from all pumps 
and boosters (including all al¬ 
ternates and standbys) plus 
gravity flow from reserve stor- 
a g e. Interurban co-operative 
planning for mutual assistance 
would prepare boosters and 
connections to send water to 
the community in jeopardy if 
the fires were not controlled 
before the community's re¬ 
serves were exhausted. 

The carrying capacity of the 
mains would be based on esti¬ 
mates by the fire officers of 
possible needed “ f i r e f 1 o w” 
(water). The original cost of 
the larger mains would be 
greater than if they were ade- 
q u a t e only for domestic use 
and normal difficulties. 

But is it not a fact that the 
increase in size of the mains 
would result in decrease in loss 
by friction? Would not this, in 
turn, reduce power cost per 
gallon and add to the life of

Ours being acommunity in 
which many persons are clever 
enough to write pretty well— 
and foolish enough to imagine 
writing offers an easy path to 
fame and fortune—some things 
I heard at the Authors Club of 
Hollywood last week may be 
interesting, even if somewhat 
depressing. 

Robert Campbell of West- 
wood, head of the very fine 
book store there and past pres¬ 
ident of the American Booksel¬ 
lers Association, w'as the speak¬ 
er. 

Bob said that on any given 
day an average of 50,000 book 
manuscripts are on the desks 
of the editors of this country. 
As many as rejected by the 
first readers, that must mean 
that the publishers are asked 
to consider around a million 
book manuscripts a year. 

Last year they published 
more titles than ever before— 
about 13,000. Millions of Amer¬ 
icans, including many who live 
in handsome homes and drive 
fine cars, have never bought a 
book. 

Last year 'the United King¬

Diego, San Bernardino, Long 
Beach and most of the towns 
in Southern California. 

Then, in 1926, the Eakmans 
moved to Sierra Madre. At 
about the same time, Mrs. Eak¬ 
man wrote her first play—“The 
Instructor”—for the Edison 
School in Long Beach. She 
wrote many plays which were 
presented in schools here and 
later published nine of them— 
some of which went a long 
way. 

"Imagine my surprise when 
I received a check for 25 cents 
from Sweden,” she said, “for 
one of my little plays I wrote 
for my children.”

Measured by its lack of pro¬ 
duction Congress could have 
been in recess ever since Janu¬ 
ary. But whereas action has 
been slight on the House floor, 
some committees have been 
pitching hard. 

I testified for the Los Ange¬ 
les County I’lcod Control Dis¬ 
trict recently before the House 
Appropriations subcommittee 
on flood control. My subject: 
The need for more money for 
projects in Los Angeles County. 

We have come a long way on 
these projects since the Army 
Engineers undertook a far- 
reaching flood control program 
for the county in 1938, follow¬ 
ing the disastrous floods of 
that and preceding years when 
walls of rushing rocks wiped 
out more than 100 lives. 

Congress has appropriated 
$143 million for building dams 
and runoff channels and for 
maintaing the dams, and the 
county government has put an¬ 
other $170 million into buying 
property, building bridges and 
highways, and maintaining the 
channels. Compared to a few 
years ago, we’re in good shape; 
that is, we can withstand 
heavy rains sucli as the one of 
last January. 

But by today's estimates, 
Congress still has to appropri¬ 
ate some $205 million, and the 
county another large sum, be¬ 
fore we can call ourselves 
"safe.” Of this needed federal 
money the Budget Bureau had 
approved $16.5 million for the 
coming fiscal year.

IN MY OPINION and in the 

opinions of others who testified 
before the committee, such as 
Col. Harold E. Hedger, chief 
engineer of the County Flood 
Control District, this $16.5 mil¬ 
lion won’t do ttie job next year. 
We asked (he committee to ap¬ 
prove another $2 million. 

Here’s why: 

One of the most vital links 
in the whole program, the con¬ 
necting of the runoff channels 
from tire mountain dams to the 
rest of the flood control system, 
has not been finished. 

This puts Los Angeles Counly 
in the position of a homeowner 
who has a fine gutter on his 
roof and an excellent drain in 
his street, but no pipe connect¬ 
ing the two. Come rain and his 
lawn and garden wash away. 

The extra $2 million could 
mean the difference between 
adequate preparation and dis¬ 
aster to some areas of the 
county. 

These would be the Walnut 
Creek Inlet, a section of the 
Upper Los Angeles River, a por¬ 
tion of the Eaton Wash, and 
the Sierra Madre Villa tribu¬ 
tary to Eaton Wash. Another 
inch of rainfall in the most 
recent storm would have caused 
an overflow to the runoff chan¬ 
nels not yet connected to the 
existing drainage systems. 

The committee didn’t say yes 
or no to our request, but I be¬ 
lieve we impressed them of Los 
Angeles County’s unique posi¬ 
tion.

CAPITAL NOTES: Since last 
year, the mail handled by the 
House Post Office has increased 
almost 10%. If you’re wonder¬ 
ing, it averages about 565 in¬ 
coming letters a day per Con¬ 
gressman . . . Believe it or not, 
one of tlie safest places to work 
is in the atomic energy indus¬ 
try, according to the Labor De¬ 
partment. This industry’s safe¬ 
ty record is second only to the 
communications industry . . . 
The Post Office Department has 
been getting better buildings, 
both old and new, for less 
money, says a department re¬ 
port. The average rent for post 
offices was cut from 96.5 cents 
to 90 cents per square foot each 
during the past two years. In 
1956 the department hopes to 
work this average down to 88 
cents.
